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Under  this  heading,  as  occasion  arises,  the  Bulletins  issued  by  this  Departirent 
will  contain,  a?  an  appendix,  such  comment  as  may  sctin  necessary  or  advisable  upon 
matters  relating  to  the  work  of  the  Department  in  conijection  with  the  administration 
of  th?  Adu'teration  Act,  the  I  tilizers  Act,  the  Feeding  Stufis  Act  or  the  Proprietary 
Medicines  Act. 

It  frequently  happens  that  corresp  >ndent8  ask  information  regarding  the  above 
Acts,  of  such  n  nature  thnt  the  matter  in  question  possesses  general  interest,  and 
coBiment  upon  it  would  prove  acceptable  and  useful  to  others  than  the  immediate 
<luestioner.  In  such  cast's  the  r«'i>ly  may  find  a  place  in  these  columns.  For  con- 
venience of  reference  these  notes  will  be  numbered  in  series.

MARMALADE

Sir,— I  beg  to  hand  you  a  report  uiwn  148  samples  purchased  by  our  inspectors  as 
marmalades,  in  October,  November  and  December  of  last  year. 

This  inspection  was  made  because  of  many  complaints  received  by  the  Department . 
regarding  the  particular  form  of  jam  kiinwn  as  marmalade.  The  following  quotations 
may  serve  as  illustrations  of  the  nature  of  these  complaints :  "  It  appears  and  tastes 
Kood,  but  seems  very  pulpy,  and  very  little  orange  peel  in  it,  not  like  the  above  named 
genuine  Scotch  makes.  You  know  that  those  manufacturers  use  apple  pulp,  end  what 
nut,  in  their  jams,  etc."    "  Upon  the  complaint  of  a  party  who  says  tlmt  in  the  sample 

I  am  sending,  by  mail,  of  orp:ige  marmalade,  under  the  label 

apple  pulp  has  been  used,  without  declaration  on  the  label,  etc."

•a!iy)  pear,  apple,  etc.  boiled  with  sugar,  and  brought 


A(:ulterution,  p.  382)  says:  "The  term  marmalade  is 
applied  to  a  special  character  of  fruit  product  prepared  in  the  same  manner  as  jam,  in 
which  the  fruit  is  not  so  thoroughly  pulped.  This  class  of  fruit  products  is  so  nearly 
the  same  as  jam  as  not  to  need  any  special  description." 

It  remains  that,  so  far  as  Canada  is  concerned,  the  term  marmalade  is  actually 
employed  to  distinguish  a  jam  made  essentially  from  oranges.  This  is  proved  by  the 
fact  that,  of  the  148  samples  herein  reported,  and  purchased  by  our  inspectors  simply 
as  m<irmalade»,  141  samples  are  nominally  orange  products. 

Of  154  samples  purchased  as  marmalades  in  1911  (see  Bulletin  No.  238)  146 
samples  were  made  from  oranges.  Both  collections  considered,  we  find  that  95  per 
cent  of  so-called  marmalades  purchased  in  Canada,  are  made  from  oranges. 

If  it  were  possible  to  restrict  the  term  marmalade  to  a  jam  made  from  oranges 
and  other  citrus  fruits  it  would  become  possible  to  fix  standards  for  such  a  jam  with 
much  greater  definiteness  than  is  now  the  case;  and  the  information  furnished  in  what 
follows  would  enable  the  requisite  constants  to  be  determined.

Thi'  rtpcfiiil  fi'iitun-  wliirli  I  wiwhol  I'r.  Rrothcr  to  iim -liuati',  was  a  mi'thiul  for 
tin-  dfti-rmimitioii  of  i>i,tin.  prt>Mfiit  in  cxcos  of  the-  iimouut  natural  to  the  fruit  or 
fruits  iMiiplo^i'd  ill  inaiiufai'tiiro  of  tlu'  jam;  or  in  thin  iustaiii'e,  of  orauKo  jam  or 
niarmaladc.  Pectin  it  the  name  jfiveii  to  a  eompoiind  of  the  carbohydrates  arabaii  and 
(falaetaii  (Koydl  and  Niwtornitz  ('hem.  Alwt.,  1!»14,  p.  .'JTi.'.'i)  which  in  pre.tent  in  all 
fruits  to  some  extent  ami  causti-x  their  juice  to  jelly  when  jiroiicrly  cooked  up  with 
itujjar.  As  i^*  vydl  known,  all  fruil.i  will  not  jelly  ;.thii  is  due  to  lack  of  surti.-ient  piifui. 
Apples  and  ciniiice-i  are  espei'ially  rii'h  in  iH'ctin.  as  well  as  some  classes  of  beets  and 
turnips.  It  is  impossible  to  ti.\  the  iiectin  content  of  any  fruit,  as  this  varies  with  the 
season,  condition  of  ripeness  (  Kopitski,  Chcm.  Abst.,  Vol.  .',  p.  1!)01)  as  well  as  with 
the  8|iecie».  OraiiRes,  in  general,  do  not  contain  enoU(fh  pwtin  to  form  a  tirni  jelly, 
and  what  they  do  eontain  is  principally  in  the  rind  ( Ilarley,  Chcm.  Abst.  ti  (IKli'l, 
p.  i'2G7). 

Hcenusc  of  the  fact  that  oraii«e»  do  not,  as  a  rule,  contain  siitRcient  pectin  to  form 
a  jolly,  aonio  manufacturers  add  petjtin  obtained  from  other  sources  (usually  from 
appUw,  the  corcij,  skins,  and  other  apple  waste)  but  of  course  pectin  may  also  be  obtained 
from' turnipi<.  or  an.v  other  v(ni*al)hnnut<>rial  rich  in  the  substanecw  l'<H'tin  is  a  pcvfk'c.tly 
unobjectionable  food  material;  and  the  commercial  article  commands  a  price  sufficiently 
hiRh  to  make  it  impossible  to  regard  its  u.se  as  intended  to  materially  cheapen  the  jam. 
It  is  u.sed  chiefly  for  the  pur|)ose  of  Riving  desired  consisteni"  and  jellylike  firmness 
to  the  product.  At  the  same  time  it  must  be  remember<>d  that  its  use  makes  possible  a 
reduction  of  the  actual  fruit  content  of  the  jam.  without  impairing  consistency;  and 
where  the  fruit  uswl  is  liiuh  in  price  as  in  the  case  of  oranges,  there  may  be  tempta- 
tion to  reduce  the  amount  of  fruit  U8<>d,  and  to  secure  firmness  in  the  product  by  addi- 
tion of  pectin.  If  the  value  of  a  specific  kind  of  jam  is  held  to  depend  upon  the  actual 
content  of  a  named  fruit  used  in  its  manufacture,  and  pectin  be  employed  in  order  to 
give  the  impression  that  a  larger  percentage  of  fruit  (oranges,  in  the  case  of  iriarma- 
lade)  is  pri-sent  than  the  facta  would  justify,  such  use  of  iMX'tin  would  constitute  adul- 
teration under  Section  .T  (h)  of  the  Act.  For  this  reason  it  becomes  important  to 
define  a  method  by  whi(!h  added  pectin  may  be  determined. 

Dr.  Brother  di<l  a  very  considerable  amount  of  work  on  this  subject,  but,  his  ser- 
vices being  comandeered  for  work  in  connection  with  war  munitions,  we  have  accepted 
his  resignation,  and  the  work  placed  on  record  by  him  will  have  to  be  completed  at  n 
later  time.  It  is  not  yet  sufficiently  complete  to  justify  publication,  and  our  staff  is 
too  fully  employed  upon  other  work  to  take  up  this  investigation  just  now. 

In  samples  made  entirely  from  oranges,  or  other  citrus  fruits  (and  this  is  true  of 
144  of  148  samples  now  reported)  the  number  given  under  Insoluble  Solids  furnishes  a 
fairly  good  indication  of  the  actual  fruit  used  in  preparation  of  the  article.  The  num- 
ber in  question  varies  from  less  than  1  per  cent  to  over  (!  per  cent,  and  may  be  averaged 
at  about  3  per  cent.  Where  the  finished  article  has  notable  consistency,  it  is  suggestive 
of  the  presence  of  pectin,  added  as  such,  or  in  the  form  of  apple,  or  other  pectin  con- 
taining material.  In  samples  prepared  by  Dr.  Brother,  the  insoluble  solids  in  the 
finished  product  were  704,  5-26  and  3-64  per  cent  respectively,  from  bitter  oranges, 
thick  skinned  sweet  oranges,  and  thin  skinned  sweet. 

If  these  marmaladits,  as  made  in  the  laboratory  from  known  material,  could  be 
accepted  as  fixing  standards  for  insoluble  solids  in  marmalade,  it  would  appear  that 
most  of  the  samples  herein  reported  have  been  made  with  too  little  citrus  fruit,  and 
that  many  of  them  owe  their  consistency  to  added  pectin.  I  do  not,  however,  think 
that  it  would  be  justifiable  to  draw  sweeping  conclusions  from  the  limited  data  at  our 
disposal,  and  consider  it  best  to  place  on  record  the  information  obtained  regarding 
these  samples  without  further  comment,  at  the  present  time.

passed.
